The Army of l']iiglaiidi 

If tho condition ol tlio naviil I'orco 
of England exhibits, as wo havo point- 
ed out, a woolul hiuk of onci-fry and 
gross inaladminiHtriilion oa llio part 
of iho Brilisli Guvornuiont, livo or- 
ganization of lior land lurco, sbown 
ovon greater and more cul|)ablo ne- 
glect, and wo may iberoforo not bo 
surpriHod at tho loading journals in 
England sounding tho nolo ol alarm, 
and endeavoring to arouse tho country 
to a sonso of its inloriority and insi.- 
curily as compared wiili other ))0\vcr8 
Tho London Jlevicia, in an ablo com- 
mentary on the Biaio ol Miigland's de- 
fences, thus points out tho causes lor 
tho lothargy and i ogiect iu ai)i)lying 
a remedy to tho HhorLcomings ot tho 
army: "Any naval hluiiJor is closely 
watched, quickly reported, and loudly 
oommouted upon. Tho rules ol' the 
servico form part of our conslilutiou- 
al Ministry, and aro as amenahlo as 
any other oflicials to rarliain''n cary 
vote and censure. Xot so tho army. 
Thoro has novor bcon any retorm or 
obango proposed in our land lorcos 
that has not been met wiiii tho mo-^i 
dotorraincd opposition from military 
men both in and out of Parliament. 
Witness, for inalaiice, tho system ol' 
promotion by jjurcliase— ol making 
his banker's book, and not his own 
merits, tho tost of an oilicer's pro- 
fessional udvanconicnt. Wliat should 
wo say if such a eystoin were not only 
tolerated in tho Prussian, Ausii ian, or 
Italian armies, but liorcely dclundod 
QB a most admirable insii uiion by 
many of its otliccrs f Then, again, 
anliko tho navy, the goner; 1 public 
in England know liiile and caie 
loss about array luattora in general. 
Except amongst those who havo rela- 
tions holding commissions in ihe ser- 
vico, our military customs, regulations, 
resources, and expendiiuro lonn a 
sealed book, which low, il any, care to 
open. Poopio, in general, know that 
wo bavo an army, that great interest 
is requisite to become an officer in that 
force, and that to those who can pur- 
chase thoir promotion and bavo money 
enough to oxchango when orderod to 
tho colonies, barrack-yard lifa forms 
a pleasant occupation for tho f^ons ol 
Dobloiuon and landed gunlry betwoon 
the time of leaving college and that ol 
settling down to some steady occupa- 
tion. -But bow many men iu every- 
day life arc ihero who oan tell what 
our army costs us, or what available 
foroes we have to fall back u|ioii ? how 
many men we lose every year by 
death? by whom the forqo is really 
governed? where the nuihoriiy of tho 
Horse Guards ends and that of tho 
War Offloo begins? or, lastly, what 
we pay for land forces aa compared 
with the expenditure of other coan>> 
tries? In short, there is this difleronco 
between the two services, that, where 
as in the navy the ofBcera tbomselvos 
may in some degree be trusted to 
point out whore rolorms aro wanted, 
and whore oxpondituro is excessive; 
in tho army wo must look to iIk' uui- 
fiido public to find out the laulls, mid 
to insist upon a remedy being uppliea 
to thorn." It is now a settled fact 
that England has by far llio least 
offtiOtivo arn^y ol any groat I'owor, 
and for it pays infinitely more llian 
any of her neighbors. France po 
ssoaees an effioionc army ready at all 
times to take tbo field, and in a week 
oould send throe hundred thousand 
men out of tbo country. Hor hos- 
pitals, commissariat, clothing, armory 
eto., are always kept in a stalo of 
readiness for aurvioe. She bus in round 
numbers some 400,000 men andor 
arms, with a reserve, 150,000 strong, 
and DO tewer than 106,000 horses. 
The Bnglish army may be put down at 
145,000 men of nil ranks— 83,000 ol 
whom are serving and perishing ti om 
tho climate in India— and 11,000 
horses, without any reserve. And yet 
for this very inferior foro of a third 
the number of men, no reserve army 
at all, and a seventh of tho numbei 
of horses of her noighlior, it will 
hardly be believed, that England pays 
over half a million per annum more 
iban the French do for their army. 
The amount voted this year lor iius 
army, iuoluding the sums necessary lor 
the more rapid conversion of the i<in- 
field rifles into brooch-loaders verges 
on fifteen millions, and yol the Times 
assorts that " tho country has iiotliing 
ior its money, that its shores aro 
practically defenceless, and that no 
force caa be put into the field capable 
ot slaading fur an hour against a 
foroigQ invader." This aHsuriion is 
fiercely assailed by the Morning btar, 
Whiob stigmatizes it as it gross ex- 



aggeration," but it is admitted on all 
: idos that Uovernmont haaogrogiously 
failed in its managomont of tho annj, 
and that the ciiso culls loudly for en- 
quiry into the oxpondituro of public 
money. That there should bo eonie 
lelatlvo dilforenoo botwoon tho army 
budgets of England and Franco is not 
a matter ol surprise vvhon the difi'or- 
enco of pay and allowances to ollicers 
aiul men in tbo British servico is con- 
sidered, but such an enormous dis- 
parity can only bo tbo result ol' reck- 
less extraviigiinue. Thun il' wo turn 
10 Prussia, tho terrible waste of money 
becomes still moro apparent. Tho 
tirst to adopt an improvLd weapon 
that has rendered lior soldiery the 
uiost formidablo in tbo world, and thus 
|)Utting to tlio blush tho other groat 
Powers of Europo, tho army budget 
of Prussia amounts to only somo- 
whoro near - ie7,000,000, and with 
those resources sbo called into tbo field 
tho other day no loss than 5'JO/JUO 
men, ovorcarao a splendid army, and 
was only prevented by diplomaoy Irom 
diotating the terms of peace at Vienna, 
Other instances might be cited and 
|)arallels drawn by no moans calculat- 
ed to impress us either with the wis- 
dom of the Govern-uent or the strength 
of the nation, but "comparisons," as 
Mrs Malaprop would say, " aro odoril- 
erous." Tho public mind in England 
is aroused to the necessity of relorm 
in the two important branches of tho 
servico, as well as in tbo administra- 
tion ul the poor-laWj the extension ol 
the sull'rago, and other im]iortant 
matters, and there is every reason to 
hope that the new Government, if it 
stoorB the ship of State loUg enough, 
will strive to bring about some im~ 
porlant and essential changes, thus 
averting tho dangers of the "craw- 
fish" polif-y that would in the natural 
course of events reduce England to a 
second or third rate power among na- 
tions.
